How college students and fac- 
ulty members of different faiths 
can help to make higher educa- 
tion a more powerful and effect- 
ive aid to democtacy, by co-oper- 
ating to overcome intergroup 
prejudices and misunderstandings 
o the campus and by working to- 
gether for solution of common 
problems, will be discussed at 
daily round table sessions at the 
1939 Williamstown Institute of 
Human Relations. 

The institute will be held from 
Aug. 27 to Sept. 1 on the Williams 
college campus. 

Prominent educators and stud- 
ents from colleges and universi- 
ties in all parts of the country, 
as well as student pastors, New- 
man Club priests, Hillel Founda- 
tion rabbis, YMCA and YWCA 
secretaries, and other directors 
of campus religious activities, will 
take part in the round table series 
devoted to campus organizations. 

The aim of these discussions, 
as ofall conferences conducted at 
the institute, will be to try to 
develop a common understanding 
of the subjects studied, rather 
than toseek individual or group 
commitments to specific policies 
or proposals. 

The campus organizations sec- 
tion will .be one of several spe- 
cialized groups which will consid- 
er particular aspects of the insti- 
tute’s general theme, “Citizenship 
and religion: a consideration of 
American policy with regard to 
the relations of church and syna- 
gog to the state.” 

Although college problems 
have been examined to some ex- 
tent at previous meetings of the 
Institute of Human Relations, 
this is the first time such a com- 
prehensive study of collegiate life 
has been planned, and it is expect- 
ed that the deliberations will 
have a definite value in promoting 
tolerance and pointing the way 
toward increased co-operation 
among various religious and cul- 
tural groups On the campus. 

Herbert L. Seamans, college 
secretary of the National Confer- 
ence of Christians and Jews will 
be in charge of the institute.

“Three reasons why the Chris- 
tian church survives’’ was the 
challenging topic presented last 
Sunday by Dr. Justin W. Nixon, 
professor of Christian Sociology 
at the Colgate-Rochester Theolog- 
ical seminary, as he addressed the 
auditorium conference _ service. 
Dr. R. B. Jack of Northfield pre- 
sided. 

“The Christian church survives, 
depressions, prosperity, dictator- 
ship, and all else,’”’ said Dr. Nixon, 
“is, first, that it furnishes the 
cement that holds society togeth- 
er. The moral standards as stated 
in the Ten Commandments, for 
instance, are taught and main- 
tained by the church.” 

“It is also the seedbed out of 


which reform and_ progressive 
movements grow. Schools, col- 
leges, hospitals, reform move- 
ments politics, and economics, 


more often than not rise out of 
the church. It is the clover crop 
of covilization in that the church 
fixes certain elements in the soil 
of society so that other institu- 
tions can draw upon them and 
grow.” 

“The last reason for the sur- 
vival of the church is that it 
points men to the final redemp- 
tion in God. The church testifies 
to the inner hunger of man for 
something greater than himself, 
for God, and that hunger the 
church satisfies through Christ. 
No other organization in society 
spends its full time in this service 
of redeeming the souls of men 
and women. The strong implica- 
tion, then, is this: the stronger 
the church the better the society.”
